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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (claims 1 -1 2) in the reply filed on 
07/10/08 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that Groups II and I are 
co-extensive and no additional burden on search. This is not found persuasive because 
the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; the inventions require a different field of search (for 
example, searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing 
different search queries); the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be 
applicable to another invention. 

2. Newly submitted claim 13 is directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: claim 13 recites a 
tool, which is different from a transponder as claimed in claim 1 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 13, 16-17 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and 
MPEP§821.03. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1 , 5-6 are objected to because of tine following informalities: 

Claim 1, line 4 is unclear. The phrase of "said detachable electrical connection" 
is lack of antecedence basis . Please, correct. 

Claim 5, lines 1-2 is unclear. The phrase of said intermediate connecting 
element comprising at least one fastening element that guarantees its exact 
positioning " is not understood because how accuracy that the fastening can be 
guaranteed, and further, what "jte" refer to? 

Claim 6 is unclear. The phrase of "said electrical connection being... element" is 
not understood. Since as claimed in claim 1, the electrical connection comprised the 
intermediate connecting element (circuit board or substrate), so how can the 
intermediate connecting element can be implement across detachable contact, and the 
contact being guaranteed by the intermediate connecting element? Please, correct 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described In (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed In the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty In the English language. 
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5. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Addonisio et al. (U.S. Patent 6,839,035). 

As best understood to claims 1-12, Addonisio et al. discloses a transponder 
comprising an integrated circuit (components or chips 44, 48 mounted on a circuit board 
46) and an antenna (42), which is a coil electrically connected to said Integrated circuit 
by electrical connection, characterized in that a electrical connection comprises at least 
one intermediate connecting element (46) and conductive wire (14) being free, said 
intermediate connecting element (46), which is a circuit board comprising at least one 
fastening element (the fastening element which is/are solder to connect the antenna to 
the circuit board 46 and through holes having pad on the board 46), the circuit board 
(46) having contacts (pads) for making contact to the antenna.
